ENGLISH ARM-CHAIRS IN WALNUT, COVERED 
WITH SUPERB GOBELINS TAPESTRY, the frames with 
circular backs crisply carved with leaf motifs, enclosed by long 
“C” scrolls at the sides and at the tops with a repeating design 
of long acanthus leaves, terminating with floral whorls; the 
arms and undulating seat rails supported on cabriole legs, 
carved in high relief with cabochons and continuous designs 
of leafage, enriched with gold, terminating with scrolled feet 
carved with fohage. 

The upholstered backs and seats are covered with Gobelins 
tapestry, the former woven with delightful figures of young 
children amidst pastoral surroundings in the manner of 
Boucher, and the latter with birds and animals in the style of 
Oudry and enclosed by borders of fruit and flowers in natural 
colours, on a rose du Barri ground 6 


“ These Chairs were purchased by Peregrine Bertie, 3rd Duke 


of Ancaster (1714-1788) about the year 1760. ‘The 3rd Duke 
was succeeded by his son, Robert, who died 1789, without 
issue, who in turn was succeeded by his uncle, Brownlow, 5th 
Duke, who also died without issue. On the death of the last 
named in 1809 the Dukedom of Ancaster became extinct and 
the property passed to his eldest niece, Priscilla, Baroness 
Willoughby de Eresby in her own right. On her death in 
1828 certain of her effects including these chairs were sold to 
provide a jointure for her younger children. ‘They were put 
up for sale by auction and were bought-in for £7 15s. a chair, 
by her eldest son and heir, Peter Robert, 19th Baron Willoughby 
de Eresby and immediately were reinstated at Grimsthorpe, 
where they have remained ever since.
